Seed sowing, to my mind, is one of 
the most interesting and fascinating 
phases‘of gardening, especially if one 
is sowing seeds of some plant that one 
has not tried before.. Seed sowing 
requires time and patience, particu- 
larly if one sows all seeds by hand, 
and if the best resultis are to be ob- 
tained. % . "38 

The two most-essential. things , if 
one wishes, to'succeed are, first, get 
good reliable seeds of strong germina-, 
tion test; and, secondly, the soi} must. 
be sweet. and in’ the right condition 
as regards moisture, etc. 

~The soit when ready for sowing 
should be in a. ¢riable~ condition, 
neither too sweet nor too dry. A 
good way to tell when the soil is in 
the.right ‘condition is to take a hand- 
ful and grip it firmly. On loosening 
the hand, if it falls out Hke sand-it is 
too dry; if it is sticky, it is too wet; 
but if it. clings: slightly, it is just 
about right.and sowing may proceed. 

The seeds may be~ sown .either 
broadcast or in rows. I prefer -to 
sow in rows, as the resulting plants 
are much easier. to transplant than 
when sown, broadcast. A great num- 
ber of seeds, both flower and vege- 
table, should be ‘sown in a wa 
frame, amongst these may be men- 
tioned Asters, Snapdragons, Stocks, 
Phlox Drumimondi,, Marigolds, both 
French and: African, Petunias, .
